The second illustration is that of the 
1847 Mauritius. The I. K. readers will re- 
member hearing of a specimen of the tc and 
a¢ being purchased recently fur $3,490 by the 
Stanley Gibbons Co., of Londen. ‘There are 
only two values te orange and 2c blue. 
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THE LAST, 

The fast is the first issue of British Guiana 
(#850). The illustration is that of the 2c 
value which was printed on pink paper. Be- 
sides this there is the qc printed on yellow 
paper, 8c on green paper, and 12¢ on blue 
paper. They are all yery rare and anobtain- 
able at any price.

Vilton’s Advice. 


Theodore Tilton in telling about the “Use 
and Selection of Words” gives the following 
good advice which a great many philatelie 
authors would do well to readearefully: 7A 
writer should use a sufficient number of  suit- 
able words to convey his meaning clearly 


and freely, avoiding the fault of poverty 
of expression on the one hand, and of redun- 


dancy on the ether. Redundancy, which is 
opposed to precision, consists either in using 
more words than are Hecessary to express the 
thought, or in the repetition of the same 
thoughts by different forms of expression. 
Both words of this fault are not only fecquent 
in poor writers and poor speakers, who strive 
io make up by ainultiplicity of words, for 
bareness in ideas, but they also enter ints 
some of the otherwise finest composition in 
our language. 

In the choice of worrls, poor taste is vie- 
lates] by a useless and exzessive use of frr- 
eign terms: a practice which savers of ped- 
antry, and which by an attected display of 
learning, often betrays the vanity and shal- 
lowness of the writer.
